They charged it and took 
three barricades, using the bayonet, and fi- 
pally cut their way out and escaped. Gen. 
Lecompte and others were not so fortunate. 
Abandoned by their men, they were made 
prisoners by the rioters, and are now detained 
in the Chatteau Rouge. Gen. Paturkes was 
wounded. 

In the morning the troops succeeded iu 
capturing forty cannon m Montmartre. Of 
these the people retook five without fighting 
and the remainder were removed to a place of 
safety. The rebels killed and cut up the 
horse Of a stafl officer who was surrounded 
and made a prisoner. The rebels are now 
- building additional barricades in Montmartre, 
Beliville, and the faubourg St. Antoine. 

an Officer Killed. 

At the same hout a serious conflic. occurred 
in the Place Pigalle, at the end of the street 
leading from the heights. Some artillery nea 
and Chaseeurs were surrounded by an angry 
mob, who accosted them with shouts of “Ge 
and figbt the Prussians’ A lieutenant of 
Cbasseurs, while endeavoring to disengage 
his horse from the crowd, drew bis sabre. 
He was instantly dragged from his 
horse aud kiiled. A melee followed 
ip which an artilleryman and two Nationals 
were wounded, but the fighting soon ceaged. 
‘The soldiers abandoned their posts and min- 
gled with the crowd, distributing among 
them their cartridges and relinquishing their 
Chassepots. The artillerymen suflered the 
people to remove two of the mitrailleuses, 
making no further show of resistauce. Tue 
gensd’ armes alone proved faithful to the Gov- 
ernment, but were too few in number 
to be effective, and withdrew at 11 
o’clock. Many battalions of the National 
Guards fally organized, marcued into Mont- 
amartre shouting Vive la Republique.’’ The 
districts there are wholly in the possession of 
the national soldiers, they having routed the 
gene d' armes. Nota single regular is visible. 
All the National Guards are amply supplied 
with cartridges, and appeared determined to 
retain their cannon and to hold their position 
on the heights. The number of insurgents is 
stil) indefinite. 

Demands of the Insurgents. 

Their main object just now is reswtance to 
the Goveromernt.

London, March 19, 2:30 a. m.—President 
Thiers bas issued a proclamation appealing 
to the reason and patriotism of the citizens of 
Paris to preserve order. He says he is ju- 
formed that the malcontents of Montmartre 
have planted their guns so as to demolish the 
dwellings of their fellow-citizens. He de- 
clares by such acts as these the Republic is 
fatally compromised, because a Republic ac- 
companied by disorders will be lost. He in- 
sists that the present Government is really re- 
publican, and no friend of the Republic 
should strike at it. The Government 
will take the cannon from 
those men who sre misled by cesigning 
politicians wbo seek to inaugurate civil war. 
He drawaa picture of the depiorable results 
of their doings, showing how the reviving 
commerce of the city is stopped and the shops 
desertea. He continues that the Government, 
hoping the malcoatente will return to tueir 
duty as good citizens and will obey the laws.

CINCINNATI’S ROAD. 
Completion oi the **Preliminary Sur- 
veys.’? 


[From the Cincinnati Gazette, March 14.) 

The engineers of the Cincinnati Southern 
Railroad have completed the preliminary sur- 
veys of the various routes contempiated be- 
tween this city and Chattanooga, and have re- 
turved to the office here, where they are now 
busily engaged making profiles. 

Of couree there is but little now that is 
ready for publication, or that will be proper 
for tue public forsome time Tue first sur- 
vey was made from Walton to Lexington, 
across the highlands, following closely the 
turupike road to Leximgion, by which about 


twenty miles will be saved over the route by 
the Kentucky O 


ve trei, 

The second survey left the route of the 
Central at Paris. passiog through Winchester 
and Kichwond, to the Lebanon branch road 
from the Louieville and Nashville railroad, 
neur Rockcastie river, cast of Mt. Vernon. 

The third line runs from Georgetown, a 
point on the first survey, through Veraailles 
to Danville, 

The fourth survey was from Nicholasville 
to Somerset, six miles from the Cumberiand 
river, via Lancaster. 

The sixth commeuced near South Danville, 
passed through Monticello, in Wayne county, 
oue of the southern tier of counties, and con- 
tinued thence to Jamestown, iu Fentress 
county, in Tennessee, which adjoins the Keu- 
tucky line. Thence it continued by White’s 
Creek to the Tennessee Valley watil inter- 
secting the route surveyed by Col. Gaw north- 
wardly from Chattanoo;:s, which route it fol- 
lowed to the southern terminus of the road. 

The seventh survey was a revisien of the 
old military or Burnside survey from Somer- 
set, Pulaski county, Kentucky, via Emory 
river, to the valley of the Tennessee,a route 
concerning which much was said at the time 
of the location of the southern terminus of 
the Cincivpati Southern railroad. After reach- 
img tLe Tennessee valley, the route followed 
the survey of Colonel Gaw to Chattanooga. 

In connection with this line a survey was 
made fora connection with the Koorxville 


branch, 

The eighth route commences on the sixth 
survey on the White's ereek part, the point 
of departure being a few miles north of 
Crossville, Tennessee Thence from the high- 
lands the route descends to the rich valley of 
the Sequatchie river, which it pursues to the 
Tenneesee river. 

it will thus beseen that, in addition to the 
several distinct lines surveyed through the 
State of Kentucky, four lines have been run 
in the State of Tennessee, two lines passing 
directly through the latter State, and the 
other two being made up of parts of those 
lines connected by additionai sur veys. 

It, however, should be stated that still an- 
other survey was made from Dauville, Ken- 
tucky, toSparia, Wane county, ia Central 
Tennessee, where cout ections would be made 
with the road runping vorthwardly from 
McMinnville by which name the route is 
know. N 

In addition te these they bave in their pos- 
session what is known as the Cuilds survey, 
trom the vicinity of Harrodsburg, Kentucky, 
by«way of Lebanon and Gia-gow to Nasi- 
ville. 

By the direct routes, the distance from 
Cincinnati to Chattavooga is about three 
hundred aud thrty-five miles, by which it 
will be seen that express through trains may 
run from this 2 to Chattanooga in a little 
more than ten hours, and to Atlanta, Ga., 
within the hours of daylight during the long 
days of summer.

Notes from the San Domingo Expe- 
dition. 


[New York sun San -Domingo Letter. 
BEN GETS HIS BACK UP. 
As the third week of our stay at San Do- 
mingo drew near its close, Mr. Wade deter- 
mined on leaving. Prof. Woite and Dr. 
Howe strenuously objected; but the old war- 
horse would not be denied, and, after a stormy 


consultation, told them plainly that he was 


going on board the Tennessee, and that they 
might, if they wanted to, go to—well, to a 
pices hotter even than San Dumiago. It 
ooked as it the Commissioners would have a 
jolly row among themselves, and that the 
whole aflair would end in a qnarrel; 
but Dr. Howe, having heard that a 
war was raging somewhere up in the 
mountains, packed bis b e and left for 
a day to cool off. On his return be started 
for Azua overland, seemiugly determined to 
et as far away from Ben as he could. The 
Front American Yacillitor, Prof. White, at 
firet determined that he would go to Azua on 

e Tennessee. Next day he changed his 
mind—he would go to Puerto Plata on the 
Nantasket. The same day he again changed 
his intention, and determined to leave for 
Puerto Plata, making the journey overland. 
u we had 
left the palace of tae correspondeats and the 
city of San Domingo far in the distance; and 
until we reach Port-au-Prince we will never 
kuow whether the dainty gentleman nas 
reached the end of his journey or not. 

GRANT'S GREAT TREASURE. 

Your correspondent was not sorry to leave 
the capital of the black republic. Oue day 
would have been sufficient to have inspected 
carefu lly its arsenals, forts, walls, churches, 
and — 1 of interest. The ruins would 
have required a longer time, but as they are 
of no importance save to the Gommissioners, 
it would not have been necessary for any one 
else to have devoted much time to them. One 
day did suffice to disgust all the unbiased, 
and three weeks only served to render the 
impression ineadicable. The forte, which we 
are to get by the treaty, are masses of ruins; 
the navy, a vessel or two not worth breaking 
up for fire-wood; and the vaunted city of San 
Dowipgo is nothing more than a collection of 
ruins of the Spanish time, and of uegro huts 
of the present. 

In the city the Commissioners found out 
that Baez owned nearly all the eligible sites 
and inhabitable houses. In the couotry he 
owns pearly all the best land and the most 
valuable tracts of exportable woods. They 
found that he was an absolute monarch. 
His will is law, and he can put to death and 
banish fiom the country all who are opposed 
to bim. hen the land was tranguil he 
stirred it into rebellion, and now that he has 
it in his possession, he is working with all his 
power to seil it and ite people. 


THE DEBT IS ENORMOUS . 
Baez himeelf acknowledges to a million and 
a half, and says that unless he settles it him- 
self it will amount to five times as much. Tae 
thinking people are op d to the annexa- 
tion scheme, but the knowledge of deep dun- 
geons full of political prisoners binds their 
tongues, snd they do not dare tosay one word 
—— the will of their sovereign master.

It may be generally understood that all 
enlisted or drafted men who served tor 
sixty days or upwards are entitled to $8 
per month; but, it it is, then that general 
understanding is a general mistake. At 
least nine-tenths of the soldiers of the war 
of 1812 who live south of the Potomac are 
denied the benefit of the act. Every one 
of these old soldiers 1s required to take an 
iron-clad oath before he can obtain the 
pension. He is required to swear not 
only that he gave no aid and comfort to 
the “rebellion,” but that he had no sympa- 
thy for its cause. In a word, he is re- 
quired to swear that he was “trooly loil” 
throughout the late war. He was too old, 
of course, to have taken any active part in 
the struggle, either on the one side or the 
Other; but if he had a son 
in the Confederate army and cannot 
now swear that he neither aided that son 
in any shape whatever, nor sympathized 
with him, in the fight he was making, 
why, then, he is entitled to no pension. 
Very few of the veterans at the South 
can take such an oath. And thus, while 
tens of millions ot dollars are annually 
squandered upon the soldiers ot the late 
war, bummers, camp-followers and all, 
the tew surviving soldiers of the war ot 
1812, all of whom are very old, and mos; 
of whom are very poor, are denied each 
the pitiful sum of eight dollars per month. 
The act in question 1s an unmitigated 
fraud. Itis a disgrace tothe nation. But 
it it had been anything else than a fraud 
and a disgrace to the nation, it would not 
have passed the Forty-first Congress, 
which was itself a fraud and a disgrace to 
all nations.

MASSEY WAS A COWARD.

AN UNCONVICTED PRISONER, 
and in the eyes of the law innocent. IT was de- 
sired to rebut the testimony of Conigan, the in- 
informer, aud after three day: in Cork I was sent 
back te London. 

in the following April I was tried, with two 
oibere, Casey and Burk. Casey was di:coarged, 
and Burk amd myself wire convicted. When 
asked if he had anything to say why sentence 
should not be passed upon him, Burk madea few 
remarks about bis American passport being 
tL rown out of court, and his rights as an Ameri- 
can citizen being igacred. He was interrupted 
by the judge, who said the law did not award 
him the right :o tafe thus, and if it did, he would 
not allow bim to make this a standpoint from 
which to address bis sympathizers, and ke was 
ordered down, Burk got teen years, and I got 
seven, and we were 

SENT TO MILLBANK PRISON. 

We were stripped perfec iy naked, our heads 
and besrds clipped close, and compelled to un- 
dergo an examination bs the wardens,which was 
very disgusting and indecent. Toben. with a 
convict suit on, we were initiated into convict 
life. We hada bed, raised about four inches 
from the floor, made of finely-chopped straw, 
which made it (eel like une shots or sand. Tae 
only other furniture in the cell was 
a wash-bucket with a lid on, which 
made it serve the purposes of a 
stool, and there, like Diogenes in his tub, we sat, 
exct pt that we dare not spari at any one. Our 
work was picking cakum, and our task was three 
pouncsaday. The oakum was to be picked from 
worn-out. old tarred ropes that had been stretched 
al! over the world; and it is almost impossible to 
pick the amount n (ime. They excuse you for the 
first day or two, but after that you are charged 
with neglect of work, and you are put on the 
sh rt cllowance of a pound of bread aud a pint of 
water. 


THE CONVICT PRISONKRS. 

A' the end of dine months they toek us from 
this prison to the public works prison, Chatham, 
a2rvigpipg as a reason that it was safer. Here 
were imprisoned the worst class of convicts, The 
prison was built especially for them, and they 


in subjection. They get used to being treated 
like dogs. They possess none of the ennobling 
tratte of manhood and none of its spirit. Hence 
they usually have a good prison record, for they 
can tubmit to anything, and not vio- 
late the prion discipline. and there 
were they who were pointed 
out to us as model prisons. The window of our 
cell was of heavy glas, protected inside witb a 
heavy iron plate perforated with smal! holes, and 
the ignt came in In penciled rays, which were 
very tojurious to the eses. The stool was a solid 
block strapped to the floor, least some of the 
cob viets should pick it up and shy it at an om 
c: r’shtad. Here egain we picked oakum. The 
summer was ere of the hottest ever known in 
Euog land, and when the sun got over bead its 
beat, reflected from the glass and iron window, 
was perfectiy stifing. I complained of this to 
the phy-ictan of the prison, and was t id that I 
was notio judge of these thicgs, and that noth- 
ing would be done for me. 
DOING HONOR TO THE GOVERNOR. 

The Geveiror was tbe only persontha! visited 
us except the wardens. He came once a day, 
and at dis entrance we had to stand at an atten- 
tion in the back part of the cell, with our hands 
by our sides. He would look at us, and without 
a word walk off. If the Goveroor came into the 
littie square in the yard where we were allowed 
to go sometimes for exercise, and which 
was but ano ber cell, except that ft had no roof, 
and we ccujd see the clear, blue sky, we had to 
stend at an attention, with cap m band, and 
there we stood until he chose to go away. Isaw 
Rosea there, but they wouldn’t allow me to speak 
io bim. We had seven mouths’ condnement ina 
these cells, and Bu: k’s health gave way under it, 

BREAKING STONE. 

After that we were placed at work breaking 
store—Burk, Halpine and myself. We sat on lit- 
tle heaps about three feet apart. but were not 
allowed to speak to each o'th-r. We struck 
against that, and Halpine got puniehed with 
bread and water, and we were sent back to solt- 
lary confinement, butinthbe end they gave way 
and we were allowed to speak to each other. A 
sbort time after this a letter was fund upon the 
person of a convict, addressed to the efiitor of 
the Irish rewspaper, end the prison offictal said 
it was In Rossa’s handwriting,and he was con- 
ned closely, but as they couldn't prove the 
charge, he was allowed to goto work again. 

RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION. 

We had been allowed to go to the prison 
chapel to prayers, but they stopped that, and en- 
deavored to force us to say our pravers on the 
damp flaggiog outside of our cells. We rebelled, 
and asked to be allowed either to go to the 
chapel where there was & priest, or to say ou 
prayers In the privacy of our cells; but we finally 
pave way by the advice of the priest, and he 
came there to read prayers to us. They made ita 
pot to keep us separate from the convicts, and 
allowed ro one to see us, in drder to keep our 
treatment from the outside world. The convic's, 
who were, as I Rave said, the worst c'as: of crim- 
wal“ in Englend,. were treated better than we. 
They could have newspapers, cou!d purcaase to-

When about to be 
released I wee removed from Portland to A- 
bank m chains, and presented wun seven 
peunds aod a shabby sul of clothes, I Was thea 
e-curied by warders from London to Liverp ol, 
and there took passage on the Russia for New 
York.

The report shows the bonded debt of the city, 
exclusive of the debt which railway companies 
have agreed to pay, to be $4,910,000. The debt 
for which the rallway companies are lable re- 
mains at $1,558,000; making a total debt of

The Commissioners have purchased and can- 
celled during the year, two hundred and seveaty- 
nine of the city’s bonds for $1,000 each, aud one 
for $500, making a total retired dobt of 62789, 50. 
‘They express the opinion that this is more than 
the fund will avelage, They were enabled to 
use in their purchases $123 255.06, it being the 
amount of sccumulated dividend: collected in 
February, 1870, of the L. 4 N. Rallway Company. 
These dividende had deen declared during the 
‘years 1868.6’, but had been witbbeld by the Com- 
papy on account of an alleged over-issue of 
stock to the city, They think, however, that 
with its present resources the city’s dedt can be 
retired $200,000 annually. 

The resources of the fund are said to be amply 
sufficient to pay, at maturity, all of the debt now 
charged upon 11; bat, ia view of the prodabie m- 
‘| crease of the debt of the city, the Commissioners 
suggest that there be no decrease tn them untti, 
at least, the debt ceases to merease. As à large 
amount of the debt matures between the years 
1888 and 3890, they recommend that no donds 
hereafter issued have an earlier maturity than 
thirty years. 

There bas been for several years an unse'tied 
stock account between the city and the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinklag Fund on the one part and 
the Lout-ville and Nashville Rallroad Company 
on the other, The matter bas a! last resulted in 
a litigation which is now pending inthe Louis- 
vine Chasce:y Court. The Company cleimed to 
have made an over-issue to the city of $99,000 of 
Stock, and to bave paid dividends thereon for 
several years. Th* Commissioners were willing 
to allow this claim to the extent the facts upon 
investigation might sustain, but insisted the city 
should be allowed the ubetaimed stock sub- 
scribed by her and pay for. by taxation, which 
remained unissued to the 'ax-pavyer, and which 
be was barred by the lapse of time from claim- 
ing. 

The city had by various ordinances sub- 
aciibed stock in that company at d paid the sub- 
scription by levying taxes on the property in the 
city, giving the tax-payer the beuedt of the 
stock to the amount of taxes paid. The tax- 
payer had a right to have bis tax receipt con- 
verted into stock by an application to the office 
of the company with 6100 or more. These tax 
receipts were from mme to time couverted into 
Certificates of stock: but, wine to the smalinets 
of some ofthe receipts and other causes, many 
of them had never been presented. The Com- 
missioners think it upjast in the companys to 
keep both the subscription money 
and the stock itself; hence they 
insist that the unclaimed stock 
should be issued bv the company... They think ki 
both just and equitable, that, as the subscrip- 
tiona were paid by taxed levied on all of the prop- 
erty in the city, the unclaimed part thereof 
should be applied to relieve the property which 
has been thas taxed of some of its burdens, 
rather than it should go to the other stockholders 
in the Louisville and Nishyille Raiiroad Com- 
pany, who, in their opinion, had neither an 
equitable or moral richt to nn. They conceived 
it to be their duty alee to demand of the company 
the eurplus dividends on the city’s stock re- 
maining after reimbursing the company fer 
money advanced to pay the interest on the city’s 
bonds issued April and October 1. 1856, and 
April 1, 1867.

ST. PATRICK. 


A Sketch of Rev. Father L. Spald- 
ing’s Panegyric, Delivered at the 
Cathedral Last Friday Evening. 
Not having beard the Rev. Father Spalding’s

ORGANIZED LAWLESSNESS 


Judge Bruce’s Charge to the Graad 
Jury of Sheiby County. 


LYN¢CH LAW AND KUKLUX, 


In the course of an impressive charge to 
the giand jury of Shetbhy county delivered a 
few Gays ice, Judge H. W. Bruce alluded 
as followago the recent outrages committed 
in that peighborhood: 


1 shall now, gentlemen, call your attention 
to a gpeeific crime, which, I have been pained 
to learp, aud am eure you are pained to know, 
has been committed ſu this couaty, ia your 
very mids'; yes, in the midst of one of the 
most intelligent and law-abiding commuvities 
on this continent. But by whom committed, 
or wherce the dastardly aud flendish perpe- 
trators came, or whither they went, I have not 
the slightest’ information. You already un- 
derstand me as alluding to the diabolical 
murder of Jacob Lighter, but a short time 
since, within five miles of this court-bouse [ 
understand that a numerous party of men 
8 be ps it were better to say fiends, came 
tohis mothers house inthe dead hour of 
night, — 5 him out of it, took him to the 
woods and bung him, then returned and had 
the cruelty tocrush his old mother’s heart 
by telling ber what they had done, and his 
murdered dead body was accordingly found 
suspended, lifeless, to a tree as they had said. 
Now, I know this ‘foul deed has been neither 
countenanced nor approved by this commun- 
ity, but has been condemned by this en- 
tire cowmunity, as it were with one 
voice. Yet it is a diszcace, 
this community especiaily, but to 
State, that such a murderous outrage should 
Ve wr sscuTtled Bere Wim perfect Auumumty. It 
isa burning disgrace to tue civilization of this 
age and couutry. So, I charge you specially, 
gentlemen, to give this foul crime a most rizid 
and searching investigation. If necessary to 
do so, remain in session during the whole 
term of this court. and if you feel that you 
ean gaiu apy tangible and available informa- 
tion by it, you bave the right, and it is your 
duty, to summon as witnesses before you 
every man, woman aud caild in the county, 
yea, even from the uttermost counties in the 
State. Leave no stone unturned to discover 
the fiendish perpetrators of tvis great crime 
Ucder your sclemm oaths, you owe this not 
alone lo ourselves, but to this community, 
to the Siate at large, aud to humanity itself 
erying tbronghout the land for protection 
trom the miavight, yes, I am sorry to say, and 
daylight assossiu and uiurderer. 

"his ‘same ciass of law-breakers and out- 
laws have been committing other infamous 
outrages throughout the country, which I am 
sorry the laws do not denounce as felonious. 
They amount only to tbe offense, known by 
our law as sseault and battery, punishable by 
fine and imprisonment in the ccunty jail 
withia the discretion of the trial jury, aad, 
therefore, by the law treated only as a misde- 
mea nor. But I am persuaded, thai coulda case 
be made out against one of their guilty per- 
ae before an intelligent Shelby county 

jury, his punishment, if not condign, would 
cast be made exemplary. An instance of 
this character of offense has recentiy occur- 
red in the neighborhood ia which the murder 
just adverted to was perpetrated. A band of 
these cowardly and infamous wretches visit- 
ed the cabin of an old defenseless negro — 
without any provocation whatsoever, as far 
i can learn, took him out of his humble 
home asd beat him in a most mer- 
ciless manner. This outrage, as the other, 
should command your most earnest attention. 
If you can get any clew to the guilty parties, 
follow it up with the most thorough and 
searching investigation until you discover and 
indict the criminals. This is the most cow- 
ardly, fiendish and unpardonable class of 
‘crimivals with which the State is cursed, and 
they are generally called Kuklux. They 
seem to have seme kind of organization. How 
they ori panied, or of whom they are com- 
have never been able to learn; nor 
what their particular object is [ am unable 
to divine, unless we infer it from 
theirccts. 1 think it very iikely that some 
well-meaning but misguided persons may 
once have been connected with them; but I 
am sure that nooe such are now, unless it is 
by intimidation and coercien. Their infamous 
acts seem to be leveled at doth white and 
black citizens, though more frequeotly at the 
latter, because they are probably the more 
belpless. Judging their characters and ob- 
jects from their acts, I should infer that 
they are gererally men of the most aban- 
doned characters; in other words, 
thieve robbers and murderers; 
and their — in part the tification ot 
a base, unmenly prejudice against a generall 
peaceable, unofiending end, to some extent, 
elpless 8 of our oy ype but chiefly 
plunder by stealing and robbing whoever 
they can. in the accomplishment of 
these objects, 1 apprehend, they frequently 
think, in orcer to escape detection, it is ne- 
cessary to commit the horrible crime of mur - 
der. it is not at all improbable, that the 
poor young man, Jacob Lighter, fella victim 
to this believed necessity on their part. 
am aware that itis sometimes urged in 
justification of lynch law, so called, that our 
laws are imperfect, aud bot properly executed. 
This is unquestionably true and must needs 
be so. Our laws are made by fallible human 
legislators, expounded by fallible hyman 
judges and executed by _ fallible of- 
ficers, and it would be strange indeed if our 
laws were not defective asd imperfectly exe- 
euted. But this is no excuse foi — 
them such as they are. The very worst 
is better than no law. Let every ison 
take the vindication of his rights, the 
redress of jevances, and the pun- 
isbment of offenses Irto bis own hands, not 
regarding the laws of the land, avd what is 
the result? Each man arrhyed in deadly strife 
against the other! A universal war resulting 
in extermiuation, unless arrested by estab. 
lishment and mainténazce of some kind of 
law. Gentlemen, every good citizes, of the 
most orJinary capacity, must see the necessity 
ot observing, maintaiuing, and euforeiog t 
law. Address yourselves earnestly and fear - 
lessly tu these grave matters. Believing there 
is no other subject to which I sbould call 
vour special attention, you can retire to your 
room, and enter upon the discharge of your 
important and responsible du ies.
